the Renewal of the several Patents and Commissions therein enumerated upon the demise 
of the Crown ; but as such an event lias not occurred within the last fifty-four years, and as 
there is no person in office now being capable of giving correct information whether any 
other Profit or Emolument will arise to the Crown and Hanaper Office upon that event, it i’l 
not possible to give any further information on the subject. 

There was no minute or memorandmn made in writing of any agreement upon the late 
appointment of the Clerk of the Crown and Hanaper of Ireland, respecting .such Fees so 
payable to him in the event of llie demise ofllie Crown; but there was a verbal understanding 
that a proportion (to be thereafter settled) of such Fees, should be appropriated to the 
service of the Public.
